“They lived and reigned with Christ a thousand years.” 


—Rev. 20:1-6. 


The -word “millennium” is not 
a scriptural word, but it expresses 
a scriptural fact. It comes from 
the Latin words “mille” and “an- 
nus,” signifying a thousand years. 
The justification for its use is 
found in Revelation 20:6, where it 
is said that Satan is bound, that 
the nations are free from his de- 


ception, and that risen saints 
reign with Christ during “the 
thousand years.” 

This passage is not, however, 


the “seat and source” 
trine of the millennium, as some 
assert, for. the Word of God is 
filled with the truth of Messiah's 
reign of earth. Isaiah, Jeremiah, 
Ezekiel, Daniel, Hosea, Joel, Amos, 
Micah, Zachariah—these, and oth- 
ers, write of it. Psalms 2, 45, 72, 
and the great Davidic covenant of 
II Samuel, have to do with it. 
Since the New Testament is a de- 
velopment of the Old, the truth 
is found there. Drop the millen- 
nium from the Scriptures and you 
leave a multitude of unintelligable 
passages.

The Millennium 


The millennium has to do with 
the kingdom dispensation, or the 
establishment of the kingdom of 
Heaven upon earth. It is the time 
when “the kingdoms of this world 
are become the kingdoms of our 
Lord and of his Christ.” It will be 
a time when all nations will dwell 
under the blessing of God (Isa. 
19 :23-25); a time when the na- 
tions will learn war no more, but 
will beat their swords into plow- 
shares (Isa. 2:4); a time when the 
world will have an administration 
of righteousness (Isa. 32:1); a 
time when life will be lengthened 
and when death will be the excep- 
tion (Isa. 65:20-23); a time when 
the inhabitant shall not say, “I 
am sick,” and “then the eyes of 
the blind shall be opened, and the 
ears of the deaf shall be un- 
stopped; then shall the lame man 
leap as the hart, and the tongue 
of the dumb sing’—in other 
words, a time when human sick- 
ness, suffering and affliction shall 
be done away (Isa. 33:24; 35:5, 6). 


It will be a time of abundant 
harvests, when the desert shall 
blossom as a rose (Isa. 35:1; 
Ezek. 34:27; Joel, Amos, etc.); a 
time of blessing of animal crea- 
tion (Isa. 11); a time when the 


ow 


whole of creation shall be deliv- 
ered from the bondage of corrup- 
tion (Rom. 8:21, 22); a time when 
the sons of God shall be manifest- 
ed with the Son of God (Rom. 
8:19, 23); a time when the knowl- 
edge of the Lord shall cover the 
earth, as the waters cover the sea 
(Hab. 2:14; Heb. 8:11). 

Hundreds of pages would be re- 
quired to tell of the blessings up- 
on humanity and creation during 
the millennial reign of our Lord.

In the SATURDAY EVENING 
POST of July 23, 1960, Dr. Rein- 
hold Neibuhr, graduate professor 
of ethics and theology of Union 
Theological Seminary, made this 
statement, which unquestionably 
represents the view of scientists 
and most high-ranking  theo- 
logians: 


“Ever since Kant (who lived 
about two centuries ago) criti- 
cally examined the _ various 
‘proofs’ of the existence of 
God, no thoughtful believer has 
found it possible to give ir- 
refutable, rational proof of 
God’s existence. Indeed, can we 
properly speak of the existence 
of one whom faith regards as 
the mysterious beginning and 
end of all existence?” 


Read these words and think 
what they signify. Logical evi- 
dence of the existence of God is 
asserted to be unavailable. With 
this the Genesis account of the 
world and early history of man- 
kind is rejected and an absolutely 
different origin and history is as- 
serted. This is the position which 
appears to be taken in schools and 
in most churches. 


Where Did the Universe Come 


From? 
I refuse to go along with any- 
thing in this statement. The 


psalmist wrote, “The heavens de- 
clare the glory of God.” The 
world itself everywhere seems to 
show the fact of God. It never 
could have come into being ex- 
cept by divine creation. I am not 
roing to give an elaborate paper 
on this but will merely list several 
basic features where modern Ssci- 
ence fails hopelessly in getting this 
world going except by the will and 
act of God. 

First is the problem of getting 
the solar system itself into being. 
One of Kant’s claims to fame is 
his now discarded Nebular Hy- 
pothesis, once openly accepted by 
all scientists as the way the sun, 
earth and the other planets came 
into being; now rejected by every

lowed it and met temporary fa- 
vor—the Planetesimal Hypothesis 
and Tidal Theory—never met 
more than temporary and quali- 
fied approval; then they passed 
out of the picture.

King Hezekiah ascended the 
throne of Judah at a time of na- 
tional and_ spiritual declension. 
The country had been laid waste 
by wars, and the people mourned 
the loss of loved ones who had 
been killed or taken captive. But, 
worst of all, true worship had 
been set aside. The doors to the 
Temple had been closed, the in- 
ner part had been left to decay, 
the lamps were no longer lighted, 
and the sacrifices had been dis- 
continued. Hezekiah had the dis- 
cernment to associate the loss of 
national glory with the degrada- 
tion of moral and spiritual life. 
Convinced that the calamities 
which had befallen the nation 
were a manifestation of the judg- 
ment of God upon them because 
of their sins, he sought to effect 
national reformation by returning 
to basic spiritual principles. 

The first act of this bold and 
pious king was to re-open and re- 
pair the doors of the Temple, re- 
light the lamps, and restore the 
building to a condition of clean- 
liness and order. He then issued 
a call to national repentance for 
sin and made a covenant with God 
that the people should walk ac- 
cording to His law. That was the 
right way to begin. ~-Hezekiah 
realized, as present-day national 
leaders seldom seem to realize, 
that the most important thing is 
the proper relationship to God if 
the nation is to be rightly related 
to other nations and the citizens 
are to enjoy blessing and prosper- 


which He appoints and bow to the 
authority of His Holy Word. 


At the close of sixteen days the 
priests and Levites who had been 
employed to accomplish the task 
of cleansing the Temple reported 
that the house of the Lord was 
in order. Hezekiah then proceeded 
to re-establish the sacrificial and 
musical services. He assembled 
the rulers of the city and com- 
manded that the burnt-offering 
and sin-offering should be made 
for all Israel, according to the 
command which God had given to 
Moses. “And when the burnt-of-

Why Do People Cuss? 

A woman psychologist, writing 
in a_ scientific magazine called 
Discovery, said that scientists in 
a mass have been wrong in as- 
suming that people swear more 
when annoyed or under tension. 
she insists that the exact opposite 
is actually true. This educational 
psychologist, Helen Ross, said that 
when she kept notes on the swear- 


ing habits of her co-workers and 
friends she discovered that pro- 
fanity is really most profuse when 
people are happy and contented. 
She divided swearing into. two 
types: “social” swearing and “an- 
noyance” swearing. The former 
she described as an effort to “be 
friendly and a sign of being one 
of the gang.” 


What Miss Ross did not say- 
but which should be said by some- 
one—is that the whole problem of 
profanity is a heart problem. The 
world’s greatest authority, the 
Son of God, explained it this way: 


“Not that which goeth into the 
mouth defileth a man; but that 
which cometh out of a man, this 
defileth a man But those 


things which proceed out of the 
mouth, come forth from the heart; 
and they defile the man. For out 
of the heart proceed evil thoughts, 
murders, adulteries, fornications, 
thefts, false. witness, blasphemies: 
these are the things which defile 
a man ” (Matt. 15:11, 18-20). 

To all users of profanity who 
read these lines, whether. “social” 
or “annoyance,” ponder well the 
solemn words of Exodus 20:7:

A few years back Dr. Billy Gra- 
ham went to Japan for an evan- 
gelistic crusade. He insisted that 
the National Council of Church 
leaders in Japan take part, that 
modernists be on the committee, 
git on the platform, help control 
the crusade. TEAM missionary 
Don Hoke, president of Japan 
Christian College, was co-chair- 
man of the organization for the 
campaign: When Dr. Graham in- 
sisted that modernists be brought 
in to help control the campaign 
and receive honor and endorse- 
ment by the campaign, Missionary 
Hoke resigned from the chairman- 
ship, but continued a member of 
a committee. Since then, he has 
been influenced by Dr. Graham 
and his viewpoint has somewhat 
changed, I understand. 

Later, in America and 
countries, Dr. Graham continued 
his emphasis on getting all the 
prominent people he could in the 
campaign, whether saints or sin- 
ners, whether believers or infi- 
dels, and particularly insisted on 
leaders in larger denominations 
and in the National Council of 
Churches taking part. 


Soon Dr. Bob Pierce and his 
“World Vision” organization was 
following in the same pattern. Dr. 
Oswald Smith and others were 
taken to Japan on the same ba- 
sis. It is not surprising that Bar- 
nabas was carried away with dis- 
simulation of Peter, or that others 
followed Dr. Graham in his com- 
promise. 

Hundreds of letters from Japan 
particularly, in the Philippine 
Islands, from South Africa, Mexi- 
co, and personal contact with mis- 
sionaries in India, have indicated 
a great unrest and distress on the 
part of fundamental Christians 
over compromising and the leav- 
ing of things in charge of modern- 
ists and leaving fundamental, Bi- 
ble-believing Christians in re- 
proach. 


About Seventy Fundamental 
Christian Leaders in Japan 
Protest This Compromise 

In the April 21 copy of THE 
SwWorRD OF THE LORD, page 4, we 
published “Coming From Japan an 
Appeal of Love.” This was a pro- 
test about the coming “Tokyo 
Christian Crusade” planned by Dr. 
Bob Pierce and the World Visiéen 
organization. That statement 
says: 

“1. The Tokyo Christian Cru- 
sade, as it is now constituted, has 
no definite statement of faith or 
aim. Those who believe the Bible 
to be the infallible Word of God 
are working together with those 
who believe the Bible is fallible. 
The Tokyo Christian Crusade at 
this time is a divided house, built 
upon sand, and therefore cannot 
stand in the light of the Holy 
Scriptures. World Vision is seek- 
ing, by the declaration of its own 
spokesman, to be a ‘catalyst’ to 
unite these two mutually exclus- 
ive positions and in so doing to 
erase the _ distinctions between 
them. World Vision is a trumpet 
that gives an uncertain sound 
since it is seeking to build up all 
churches regardless of whether 
they believe the Bible to be the 
infallible Word of God or not. 

“As those who believe the Bi- 
ble to be the infallible Word of 
God, we cannot conscientiously 
co-operate in this unbiblical at- 
tempt to unite light and darkness 
(Matt. 7:24-29: Mark 3:25; I Cor. 
14:8; Eph. 5:11). 

“2. We would warn the true 
children of God that if they co- 
operate with the Tokyo Christian 
Crusade, as it is now constituted 
on this unbiblical basis, that they 
are opening the door to the NCC 


foreign 


ecumenicals’ invasion into and its 
eventual conquest of the whole 
evangelical movement in Japan. 
The NCC is seeking to be the 
voice of all Protestant Christian- 
ity in this country. To this end it 
is cunningly using World Vision, 
with which it does not agree theo- 
logically, to invade and assimilate 
the evangelical movement. Once 
evangelicals in this country are 
involved in this joint co-operative 
evangelization system, they will 
share the same compromising na- 
ture of the NCC ecumenical move- 
ment in regard to Shinto idolatry 
and modernist unbelief, and will 
cease to be the salt of the earth.” 


Then that “Appeal of Love” 
warned that the National Council 
of Churches in Japan are seeking 
to use the Tokyo Crusade and 
World Vision, “to invade and as- 
Simulate the evangelical move- 
ment,” that the lavish spending. of 
foreign funds would produce only 
“rice Christians,” and it appealed 
to Christians in America to send 
its missionary funds to sound 
evangelical missionaries and not 
to modernists or to be used by 
World Vision and others for the 
advancement of modernistic caus- 
es.

Crusade Evangelism on 
the Mission Field 


Crusades seem to be the order 
of the day on many mission fields. 
What are the strengths and weak- 
nesses of this type of evangelism 
in heathen cultures? On the eve 
of the Tokyo Crusade, members 
of the executive committee of our 
Japan field give a frank appraisal 
of such efforts. 

Question: How are these cru- 
sades planned and expedited? 

EINAR FORD: Concerned 
evangelists raise most of the mon- 
ey in America and then gather all 
Protestant Christian leaders of an 
area together without regard to 
doctrinal distinctions. Committees 
are then elected to take responsi- 
bility for the various phases of the 
crusade. 


Question: Are there any facts 
pertment to the Japan situation 
which must be understood in or- 
der to correctly evaluate such ef- 
forts? 

STANLEY ‘CONRAD: Yes. 
Throughout the last century the 
Christian Church battled with lib- 
eralism and nowhere was that ba- 
tle more intense than in Japan. 
It is sad but true that, compro- 
mises with idolatry and, unbelief 
by the Protestant liberal church 
were largely responsible for the 


' Impotency of the church against 


state militarism prior to World 
War II. The liberal. church, while 
regretting this fact, has never re- 
pudiated its conciliating position. 

Question: What are the major 
aims of the crusades? 

EINAR FORD: Doubtlessly cru- 
sade leaders aim to get as wide 
a hearing as possible for the 
Christian Gospel and build up the 
Church of Christ. 

Question: If the Gospel is 
preached and the aim is to win 
men to Christ, is this not a suf- 
ficient defense of the entire ef- 
fort? 

HARRY PRINS: One might 
think so, but I believe we must 
examine the crusade pattern as a 
whole and then ask if it is right. 

STAN CONRAD: If we could 
say that our responsibility toward 
all men ended at the altar this 
would be true. But the Scriptures 
make it clear that the Church of 
Christ has been established on 
earth to bear faithful witness to a 
God-given revelation. This re- 
sponsibility cannot be set aside on 
the assumption that the end justi- 
fies the means. Responsibility to 
propagate and defend the whole 
counsel of God has always been 
and still is incumbent upon the 
church. 

Question: What are the contri- 
butions of crusades in building 
wp the church in Japan? 

DALE HALSTROM: Those con- 
tacts which are channeled into 
evangelical churches have a good 
opportunity to come to real saving 
faith and strengthen the body of 
Christ in Japan. The church may 
learn how to use different meth- 
ods of evangelism which are for- 
eign to their present approach. 
Seminars are often conducted for 
pastors and prove helpful. 

HARRY PRINS: Also through 
newspapers, radio and television 
many are put in touch with Chris- 
tianity who would not otherwise 
be reached. 

Question: What criticisms of 
such crusades do you consider 
justifiable? 

DAVID HESSELGRAVE: On 
the basis of my experience in the 
Osaka Crusade I would mention 
two justifiable criticisms. I do this 
because it seems to me that mis- 
sion methods must always be criti- 
cized objectively in the light of 
God’s Word. If not, we will defeat 
our own purposes in missions, 

(1) Great prominence was giv- 
en to extreme liberals in Osaka. 


For example, the university presi- | 


dent who was asked to introduce 
the evangelist in Osaka (and I 
am told will do so again in Tokyo) 
wrote in the SHINTO SHRINE 
NEWS in 1956: “Shinto Shrines 
are a symbol of patriotism. It is 
not contradictory for -Buddhists 
and Christians to worship at 
Shinto Shrines.” A bishop who is 
notorious for having worshiped at 
the Ise National Shrine Juring the 
war (and from whose pen we have 
never seen an admission of com- 
promise) was put in a_place of 
prominence and pointed out by 
the evangelist as an illustrious 
example of the new birth. Others 


‘Husband Saved 
Through Sword 


From Wyoming a good woman 
wrote the Sword of the Lord May 
25, 1961. She had good news 
to tell us and she said: 

“Yes, there was one outstand- 
ing sermon which blessed us more 
than the others. A sermon Dr. 
Rice wrote that I gave to my un- 
saved father-in-law and I have 
forgotten the exact title, but I 
think it was ‘How to Cure Snake- 
bite’; a sermon depicting the 
meaning of the brass serpent God 
told Moses to put up in the wild- 
erness. As a result of this ser- 
mon, my husband, who before 
could hardly bear to find mail per- 
taining to Christianity in the box, 
turned to our Saviour for forgive- 
ness, and I can tell you this was 
the most blessed afternoon ever 
at our house. Formerly, my hus- 
band had had no Christian back- 
ground and refused to listen or 
read anything ‘religious.’ I still 
believe he was genuinely saved 
that day (Feb. 24, 1960). Im- 
mediately then he determined to 
start in at Genesis 1:1 and read 
the Bible clear through.”

We have been receiving many 
wonderful letters during Letter 
Month, with some amazing stories 
of happy conversions through THE 
SWORD OF THE LorD, and of other 
blessings.

were given similar recognition. In 
Japan this is analogous to co- 
operation with Catholic priests in 
Spain, Venezuela or the Philip- 
pines. Carried to its logical con- 
clusion it negates the necessity 
of our being here. 

(2) The tremendous expediture 
of foreign funds is a blow to the 
indigenous church. After the Osa- 
ka Crusade I attended a pastors’ 
meeting where a combined. effort 
was being planned. One pastor 
said, “After the Crusade there is 
nothing we can do that would even 
be noticed. We had best wait for 
another avalanche of American 
money.” His attitude was what 
we might expect. Certainly it is 
not uncommon, 

STAN CONRAD: As I have 
intimated, our responsibility does 
not end at the altar. In Japan, 
instruction is all-important be- 
cause pagan concepts are so deep- 
rooted and Christian concepts so 
little understood. There should 
definitely be safeguards to in- 
sure that all contacts are referred 
to evangelical churches. 

Question:How could the good 
results be obtained without giv- 
ing occasion for such criticisms? 

EINAR FORD: ‘The _ § “Free 
Church Mission adopted the policy 
several years ago that coopera- 
tion in such efforts would be on 
the doctrinal basis of an authori- 
tative and inerrant revelation of 
God in the Scriptures. Such a sim- 
ple, clear statement of faith would 
go a long way in eliminating the 
confusion caused by having liber- 
als on the platform and in the 
committees, and in insuring that 
contacts are referred to evangeli- 
cal churches. 

Questions Do you have any sug- 
gestions for Christians in Ameri- 
ca? 

HARRY PRINS: Christians in 

America should be very prayerful 
and thoughtful in their steward- 
ship. 
DALE HALSTROM: They 
should also be careful in their ap- 
raisal of news items and dis- 
tinguish between immediate re- 
ports and lasting results. 

DAVID HESSELGRAVE: 
Those who support the crusades 
will have to be the ones to insist 
that a statement of faith be made 
the basis for cooperation. 

STANLEY CONRAD: Certain- 
ly Christians should pray that 
God will overrule in such cru- 
sades, and especially now in Tok- 
yo, and that He will bring glory 
to Himself.

Some of you I had never 
met, but your letters had the 
same ring of Christian love and 
care for me that came from 
friends of long standing. And may 
I tell you how sweetly the dear 
Lord answered your prayers? 


I was not afraid about the out- 
come of surgery, having already 
set my heart on some good prom- 
ises from the Book: 


“Let not your heart be troubled, 
neither let it be afraid’—John 
14:27b. 

“And with his stripes we are 
healed’’—Isa. 53:5b. 

And I often repeated for my 
own comfort: 

“Fear thou not; for I am with 
thee: be not dismayed; for I am 
thy God: I will strengthen thee; 
yea, I will help thee; yea, I will 
uphold thee with the right hand of 
my righteousness’’—Isa. 41:10. 

I did dread the anesthesia most 
of all since I do have unpleasant 
reactions to anesthetics. The first 
day I was conscious only of the 
pain and illness and in the back- 
ground the comforting voices of 
my daughters, who faithfully 
stayed by my side during the long 
day. 

Later I learned from them that 
they had insisted after some hours 
that their father get back to his 
work at the office so that you 
would get THE SwWorD OF THE 
Lorp on time. And I think they 
thought he had taken all he 
could. That night he was to 
preach in a revival in Chicago. 

At 10:30 that evening I opened 
my eyes to see Libby sitting by 
me. The others had gone home 
and she had left her five little 
ones with her husband to spend 
the night with me. By then the 
illness had passed and I was com- 
fortable enough to be alone and 
she looked so weary that I in- 
sisted she go home and get her 
rest. At twelve she was still sit- 
ting there and looking more tired. 
With the help of the nurse I per- 
suaded her to go home to rest 
and we prevailed. 

Every morning at 7:00 my hus- 
band was there to read our daily 
devotions as we always do at 
home, and we prayed together. 
Visiting hours at the hospital be- 
gin at 1 P. M. every day: how he 
managed to get in at 7:00 every 
morning is his secret. 

On the second day after surgery 
my pastor, son-in-law, Walt 
Handford, came early in the 
morning and his first inquiry was, 
“What good Scripture do you 
have today?” I was glad he asked 
me—I just had one verse that 
day. “In every thing gives thanks 
for this is the will of God in 
Christ Jesus concerning you” (I 
Thess. 5:18). Giving thanks some- 
how makes one happy. “For all 
things are for your sakes,”’ says 
II Corinthians 4:15. Sickness and 
surgery are good when they are 
for our own sake. 

I am thankful for my doctors 
and nurses and for my family and 
friends who took such good care 
of me. My husband sent red roses 
to brighten my room along with 
the blessed verse, “Underneath 
are the everlasting arms.” This 
has been my special Scripture for 
comfort in flying both for myself 
and for the long plane trips he is 
always making. I was blessed by 
his early morning call and our 
Bible and prayer together. After 
the fourth day, when he had to 
go to a revival in Colorado, I had 
his daily letter for comfort. 

« My daughters called regularly 
at the hospital and after I came 
home they have taken real good 
care of me in the day time. Miss 
Fairy Shappard, whom many of 
you know for her work at THE 
SWORD OF THE LorD, spent the 


nights with me for two weeks. 
Miss Viola Walden, Dr. Rice’s 
secretary, wrote letters for me 
and helped in many other ways. 


Many of you who read THE

couraging words. I wish that I 
might reply to each one person- 
ally, but that would be too much 
for now. Please know that I am 
very grateful for all you did and 
am praying the dear Lord to give 
you His special blessing for your 
kindnesses.

Appeases Its Foes 


A Book Review by Editor John R. Rice 


OUR DEPENDABLE BIBLE by 
Dr. Stanley E. Anderson, director 
of Correspondence Department, 
Northern Baptist Theological 
Seminary, Chicago. 248 pages, 
$3.95. Baker Book House. Here is 
a remarkable book with many vir- 
tues and one very serious fault. 
First, the book is throughout for 
verbal, infallible, plenary inspira- 
tion. And in evidence and scholar- 
ly thoroughness, Dr. Anderson 
quotes from the whole range of 
defending the Bible. 
There are seven pages of bibli- 
ography, the list of books cited. 
Then the book is beautifully writ- 
ten with pleasing style, with 
warmth and devotion. Dr. Ander- 
son has assembled more carefully 
selected and pertinent material 
from scholarly authorities than 
nearly anybody else writing on 
the Scriptures in recent years. 

As the author says in the In- 
troduction, “Many infallible proofs 
of the Bible’s dependability are 
funneled into this volume from 
great scholars.” 

But a serious flaw of the vol- 
ume is that the author has a 
blind spot. He is against liberal- 
ism, but regards liberals as Chris- 
tians and good men whose fellow- 
ship he seeks. The preface is by 
Ralph G. Turnbull of First Pres- 
byterian Church, Seattle. He 
praises the book for its fairness, 
logic, literary value, and faith, 
but does not say where he agrees 
with it. The first five pages of 
the first chapter are given over to 
a defense of Dr. Billy Graham's 
inclusive evangelism. 

On page 225, the author Says, 
“The one man who is most identi- 
fied with the Bible and with what 
‘The Bible says’ is Billy Graham, 
the world’s mid-twentieth century 
evangelist. He is therefore the best 
example of one who depends upon 
the Bible because he has demon- 
strated that the Bible is depend- 
able .... Among those who have 
had a close working acquaintance 
with him, and who have made a 
careful report of his activities, is 
Dr. Jesse M. Bader of New York 
City.” 

Then he quotes extensively from 
Dr. Bader’s article in the Protes- 
tant Church Life. Defending the 
New York Billy Graham crusade, 
Dr. Anderson quotes Dr. Bader 
as saying, “The sponsorship is 
right. Billy Graham and his team 
were invited by the Protestant 
Council of the City of New York 
. «.. The Jeadership is right.... 
These represent various shades of 
Christian thinking and theological 
beliefs, yet underneath all the dif- 
ferences they belong to the same 
Christ and they are part of the 
same Christian family.” 

Then Dr. Anderson continues, 
“Because the aims or motives of 
the Graham Crusade are almost 
identical with those of this vol- 
ume, they are repeated here from

And the first 
aim he quotes from Dr. Bader’s 
article is “to enlist every possible 
church in the ‘fellowship of the 
concerned’ for those outside her

Dr. Anderson, writing about a 
verbally inspired Bible, takes pains 
to say that he joins Dr. Bader’s 
viewpoint, that modernists and 
fundamentalists should work to- 
gether (though with modernists 
controlling in that case)! 


In the same spirit, Dr. Anderson 
quotes favorably Millard Burrows 
and Walter Russell Bowie in fa- 
vor of the Bible, as if his position 
on the infallibility of the Bible 
and these men’s positions were 
the same. They are not the same: 
they are opposites. He also quotes 
Edwin McNeill Poteat the same 
way, though he surely should 
know that Poteat was an avowed 
modernist and unb@liever in the 
authority and the infallibility of 
the Bible. As the closest he can 
come to fundamental authorities, 
he names Bernard Ramm and Ed- 


ward John Carnell, both of whom. 


are recently in print as teaching 
that the inspiration of the Bible 
was limited by the cultural view- 
point of the writers, that the Bi- 
ble is not all equally inspired and 
both of them teaching that the 
Genesis accounts are poetic and 
figurative, not necessarily true 
literally. He also quotes very fa- 
vorably as believers in the Bible, 
Norman Vincent Peale and Bishop 
Moore. 

The total effect is that the 
reader will get the impression that 
when Dr. Anderson says he be- 
lieves the Bible is verbally in- 
spired and infallible, he means it 
just as the science teachers in 
Wheaton College mean it, that it 
is not necessarily literally true, 
Since scientific opinion is on an 
equal with the Bible.

I was about the age of fourteen 
when I was sent to a Church of 


England school—now called St. 
Augustine’s College, Maidstone. 
We had three clergymen ‘who 


cagre by turns to teach us their 
doetrines; but somehow or -other, 
the: pupils did not seem to learn 
much, for when one of them’ was 
. asked by a clergyman how many 
sacraments there were, he said, 
“Seven”: and when that was de- 
nied, he said, “Oh, sir, there ‘is 
oné that they take at the haltar!” 
upon which I could not help say- 
ing, “That’s hanging, I should 
think,” which suggestion made 
even the reverend gentleman 
smile, although, of course, I was 
bidden not to be so rude as to 
interrupt again. I am sure many 
ofthe sons of the gentry in that 
establishment were more ignorant 
of Scripture than the boys in 
some of our Ragged Schools. 


One of the clergy was, I believe, 
a vood man; and it is to him I 
owe that ray of light which suf- 
ficed to show me believers’ bap- 
tism. 


He seemed always to have a 
respect for me, and gave me “The 
Christian Year” in calf as a re- 
ward for my proficiency in re- 
ligious knowledge, Proceeding 
with the Catechism, he suddenly 
turned to me, and said:— 

Spurgeon, you were never prop- 
perly baptized. 


S.-Oh, yes, sir, I was. My grand- 
father baptized me in the little 
parlour, and he is a minister, 
so I know he did it right! 


C.—Ah, but you had neither faith 
nor repentence, and therefore 
ought not to have received bap- 
tism. 


S.—Why, sir, that has nothing to 
do with it! All infants ought to 
be baptized. 

C.—How-do~you know that? Does 

not the Prayer Book say that 

baith and repentance are neces- 
sary before baptism? And this 
is so scriptural a doctrine that 
no one ought to deny it. (Here 
he went on to show that all the 
persons spoken of in the Bible 
as being baptized were believers; 
yen of course, was an easy 
ask and then said to me:) 

Now Charles, I shall give you 

till next week to find out 

whether the Bible does not de- 
glare faith.and repentance to be 
necessary qualifications before 


I felt sure enough of victory; for 

I thought that a ceremony my 
grandfather and father practiced 
in their ministry must be right; 
but I could not find it—I was 
beaten—and made up my. mind 
as to the course I would take, 


C.—Well, Charles, what do you 
think now? 
S.—well, sir, I think you are 


right, but then it applies to you 
as well as to me! 


C.—I wanted to show you this, for 
this is the reason we appoint 
sponsors. 


It is that, without faith, I had 
no more right than you to holy 
baptism; but the promise of my 
sponsors was accepted by the 
Church. as an equivalent. You have 
no doubt seen your father, when 
he has no money, give a note-of- 
hand for it; and this is regarded 
as an earnest of payment, because, 
as an honest man, we have reason 
to expect he will honour the note 
he has given. Now, .sponsors are 
generally good people, and in 
charity we accept their promise 


on behalf of the child. As the 
child cannot at the time have 
faith, we accept the bond that 


he will; which promise he fulfills 
at confirmation, when he takes 
the bond into his own hands. 


S.—Well, sir, I think it is a very 
bad note-of-hand. 


C.—I have no time to argue that, 
but I believe it to be good. I 
will only ask you this: Which 
seems to have the greater re- 
gard to Scripture—I, as a 
Churchman, or your grandfather 
as a Dissenter? He baptizes in 
the very teeth of Scripture; and 
I do not, in my opinion, do so, 
for I require a promise, which 
I look upon as an equivalent 
of repentance and faith, to be 
rendered in future years. 


S.—Really, sir, I think you are 
more like right; but since it 
seems to be the truth that only 
believers should be baptized, I 
think you are both § wrong, 
though you seem to treat the 
Bible with the greater polite- 
ness. 


C.—Well, then, you confess that 
you were not properly baptized; 
and you would think it your 
duty, if in your power, to join 
with us, and have sponsors to 
promise on your behalf? 


(Smiling) Ah, you ate wrong; 


but I like to see you keep to| 


the Word of God! Seek from 
Him a new heart. and Divine 
direction, and you will see one 
truth after another, and very 
probably there will be a great 
change in those opinions which 
now seem so deeply rooted in 
you, 


I resolved, from that moment, 
that if ever Divine grace should 
work a change in me, I would 
be baptized, since, as I afterwards 
told my friend the clergyman, “I 
never ought to be blamed for im- 
proper baptism, as I had nothing 
to do with it; the error, if any, 
rested with my parents and 
grandparents.” 


I can never forget the 3rd of 
May, 1850; it was my mother’s 
birthday, and I myself was within 
a few weeks of being sixteen years 
of age. I was up early, to have a 
couple of hours for quiet prayer 


and dedication to God. Then I 
had some eight miles to walk, to 
reach the spot where I was to 
be immersed into the _ Triune 
Name according to the _ sacred 
command. What a walk it was! 
What thoughts and_ prayers 
thronged my soul during that 


morning’s journey! It was by no 
means a warm day, and therefore 
all the better for the two to three 
hours of quiet foot-travel which 
I enjoyed. The sight of Mr. Cant- 
low’s smiling face was a full re- 
ward for that country tramp. I 
think I see the good man now, 
and the white ashes of the peat- 
fire by which we stood and talked 
together about the solemn exer- 
cise which lay before us. 

In the course of seven or eight 
miles, the River Lark serves no 
fewer than five Baptist churches, 
and they would on no account 
give up baptizing out of doors. 

The wind blew down the river 
with a cutting blast, as my turn 
came to wade into the flood; but 
after I had walked a few steps 
and noted the people on the ferry 
boat and in boats, I felt as if 
Heaven and earth and Hell might 
all gaze on me; for I was not 
ashamed there and then to own 
myself a follower of the Lamb. 
Timidity was gone and I have 
scarcely met with it since. I lost 
a thousand fears in that River 
Lark, and found that in keeping 
His commandments there is great 
reward. It was a thrice-happy day 
to me.

Conservative Baptists Meet 


The Conservative Baptists as- 
sembled for their 18th Annual 
Meeting in Portland, Oregon's 
fabulous new Memorial Coliseum, 
in May. Total paid registration 
was 2,641 messengers representing 
churches in 32 states. Oregon's 
popular young governor, the Hon- 
orable Mark Hatfield, addressed 
an audience of 7,700 people~in-a 
great mass meeting Sunday eve- 
ning. All sessions were well at- 
tended. 


Seventy churches were received 
into affiliation with the National 
Association, bringing the total 
of churches affiliated in state and 
national groups to 1,349. One of 
these new affiliates is the Oahu 
Baptist Church of Honolulu, the 
first CBA church in our 50th 
state. 


Fifty-two  newly-organized 
churches were also reported. Con- 
servative Baptist Foreign and 
Home Mission Societies announced 
appointment of 11 new mission- 
aries at the Portland meeting. 

Re-elected as presidents of the 
3 national bodies were Rev. James 
Stuart, Auburn, New York, presi- 
dent of Conservative Baptist As- 
sociation of America; Dr. Lester 
Thompson, Denver, Colorado, 
president of the Conservative Bap- 
tist Foreign Mission Society; and 
Dr, Charles Anderson, Bloomfield, 
New Jersey, president of Con- 
servative Baptist Home Mission 
Society. 


Protestants Lose Case in 
Costa Rica 


Protestants in Costa Rica have 
lost their Supreme Court case 
against Costa Rican President 
Mario Echandi and his Minister 
of Government over cancellation 
of a Protestant parade in April. 
The parade was to have cele- 
brated Protestantism’s 70th anni- 
versary in Costa Rica. Permission 
had been granted and a permit 
issued for the parade in San Jose 
months before it was scheduled. 
At the last minute the parade was 
cancelled by ana. official govern- 
ment order.

Alfred A. Kunz, International 
Director, and Glenn Wagner, For- 
eign Secretary of the Pocket 
Testament League, recently left 
the United States to join the 
League’s representative, Sam 
3efus, in an intensive preliminary 
survey of South American coun- 
tries to prepare for a continent- 
wide campaign of Scripture distri- 
bution. This campaign will be 
Similar in character to the prev- 
ious P. T. L. campaign in Africa, 


Japan, Korea, China, Formosa, 
etc. 
'Mr. Kunz announced that an 


edition of one million Gospels of 
John in Spanish is already on the 
presses in New York and will soon 


be ready for shipment to key lo--: 


cations in Latin America. Leaders 
of the League believe that this 
is a crucial time in the contest 
with communism for the minds 
and hearts of those in South 
America. 


The present concern of the mis- 
Sionary forces in South America 
will be to capitalize fully on the 
Pocket Testament League’s 
unique program of “massive dis- 
tribution” of Gospels and Testa- 
ments and of indoor and outdoor 
mass evangelism. National church- 
es will furnish workers, and it is 
expected that these churches will 
be materially strengthened as they 
gather in the harvest of this great 
campaign. Plans call for the initia- 
tion of the South American eam- 
paign in Brazil possibly as early 
as September of this year.

fering began, the song of the Lord 
began also with the trumpets, and 
with the instruments ordained by 
David .. . And all the congrega- 
tion worshipped, and the singers 
sang, and the trumpeters sound- 
ed: and all this continued until 
the burnt-offering was finished” 
(II Chron. 29:27, 28). 


The Trumpet “In 
the Beginning God” 

It is significant that the song 
of the Lord began with the trum- 
pets. The sound of these instru- 
ments is associated with many 
great events in the Bible. First of 
all, the Word of God opens with 
a trumpet note: “In the beginning 
God” (Gen. 1:1). This declaration 
of eternal truth sounds out like 
a peal of the blast to battle. Man, 
in his blasphemy, refuses to re- 
cognize that back of all he sees, 
knows, and experiences js the 
Most. High. Nevertheless, the 
Authority back of the message, 
by which we preach, and by which 
we know that the Book is given 
by divine inspiration, is the Eter- 
nal God that doeth all things well. 

“In the beginning God.” Not in 
the beginning some evolutionary 
process, some juxtaposition of 
atoms from which men eventually 
emerged. Not in the beginning 
gasses forming nebulous bodies 
which moved to become planets. 
Not in the beginning the minds 
of men or some great super-mind. 
But in the beginning the Person 
whose mind conceived and made 
all things according to a plan, 
whose foreknowledge saw the end 
from the beginning and who holds 
all things together by the Word 
of His Power. 

“In the beginning God.” That 
cry must go up today. Not only 
must it be the cry of the exist- 
ence of the Eternal; it must also 
be the cry of the power of the 
Eternal. 


The Trumpet Truth: Au- 

thority of the Bible 

Moreover, the ministry of our 
Lord began with the trumpet 
note: “It is written” (Matt. 4; 
Luke 4). These words, like a 
trumpet blast, re-echo again and 
again as our Lord defeats the 
tempter. 

“It is written, Man shall not 
live by bread alone, but by every 
word that proceedeth out of the 
mouth of God.” Jesus, having 
been led of the Spirit into the 
wilderness to be tested, had been 
fasting for forty days and forty 
nights; and He was hungry. The 
Devil came to Him and said, “If 
thou be the Son of God, com- 
mand that these stones be made 
bread.” Although Satan was ap- 
pealing to the lust of the flesh, 
I believe that his primary motive 
was to get the Lord to satisfy a 
legitimate physical need under the 
pretext of proving a spiritual 
truth. This physica] need was a 
result of being in the will of God, 
and turning the stones to bread in 
an effort to satisfy His hunger 
was not God’s way to prove the 
deity of Hie Son. 

Many people argue that the 
Devil would have been frustrated 
had Jesus turned the stones to 
bread. That is not true. It would 
have meant that Jesus would have 
given the victory to Satan. Our 
Lord had identified Himself with 
man’s weakness and man’s need. 
To have used His divine power in 
order to satisfy the hunger of His 
mortal body would have been to 
sin; consequently, He could not 
have gone to the cross because 
He Himself would no longer have 
been without sin. Jesus rested in 
the will and Word of God and was 
victorious. 

“It is written again, Thou shalt 
not tempt the Lord thy God.” 
Satan had led Jesus to the pin- 
nacle of the Temple and had said, 
“If thou be the Son of God, cast 
thyself down: for it is written, 
He shall give his angels charge 
concerning thee: and in their 
hands they shall bear thee up, lest 
at any time thou dash thy foot 
against a_ stone.” The Devil 
changed his stategy in this temp- 
tation. He, too, quoted Scripture. 
However, his quotation was wrest- 
ed and misapplied. Interpreted in 
the light of its context (Ps. 91), 
it is a description of the divine 
protection provided for the man 
who dwells in the secret place of 
the Most High and who has made 


the Lord his habitation. Had Jesus 
turned aside from the will of God 
by leaping from the Temple, God 
would not have been bound to 
pick Him up. God did not send His 
Son into the world to be spectacu- 
lar in order to draw a great mul- 
titude. Rather, God sent Him that 
men might behold in Him the 
glory of God, full of grace and 
truth. To have stooped to the 
spectacular would have been to 
dishonor God and to turn God's 
plan of redemption into the cheap 
sensational which drew the 
crowds. 


Jesus gave evidence of His pow- 
er, but not idly and not simply 
to draw a crowd. He fed the 
hungry multitudes. However, so 
that men might not merely fol- 
low Him because of the bread 
and fish, He impressed upon them 
the fact that they mutst eat His 
body and drink His blood. Hence, 
many turned away from following 
Him. His message to the world 
was not that of an easy way and 
a spectacular reign; it was a mes- 
sage of redemption by way of a 
cross. He emphasized that he that 
would be greatest must, in recog- 
nition of God’s power and in hu- 
mility, become as a servant of 


all. 


Forbids Bowing to Evil 

“It is written, Thou shalt wor- 
ship the Lord thy God, and him 
only shalt thou serve.” With these 
words, Jesus answered the temp- 
tation to fall down and worship 
Satan and thereby receive the 
kingdoms of the world. God’s will 
is that His Son have the kingdoms 
of the world. But Satan attempted 
to persuade Christ to take a short 
cut instead of the straight path 
that God had planned. The idea 
back of this temptation was,. “Bow 
Your knee to me, and I will give 
You the kingdoms of the world 
without Your having to suffer.” 
This was no idle promise. Satan 
could have given Him the king- 
doms of the world because Satan 
is the god of this world (II Cor. 
4:4; Luke 4:6). The final things 
do not belong to him; but present 
human governments are under his 
control, as far as God permits him 
to go. The whole world lieth in 
the arms of the wicked one (I 
John 5:19). Satan said, “Why 
should You go to a cruel cross and 
die? Just bow Your knee to me 
and I will deliver the kingdoms 
to You.” That was the final, the 
worst, the most subtle, the most 
dangerous temptation of all. 
“Doesn’t God want You to have 
the kingdoms of this~* world?” 
“Yes.” “Well, why go to the cross 
to get them? I will give them to 
You an easy way.” 

Is this not what we hear to- 
day? “Doesn’t God want every- 
body to hear the Gospel? Why 
not pat modernists on the back, 
call them ‘Brother,’ and invite 
them to serve on the committees? 
That way we will have a chance 
to give them the Gospel.” It is 
never right to disobey God and 
align ourselves with ungodly men, 
blasphemers, infidels, perverters 
of the truth, and spiritual de- 
generates, even in an effort to 
draw a crowd to hear the Word of 
God. 

Satan had lost his place in 
Heaven as the covering cherub be- 
cause he desired to see God bow 
the knee to him. He had said, 
“T will set my throne above the 
stars of God: . . . I will be like 
the Most High” (Isa. 14:13, 14). 
Our Lord beheld Satan as light- 
ning fall from Heaven (Luke 
10:18). Then, as God stood in hu- 
man flesh upon the earth, Satan 
again attempted to exalt himself 
above the Most High. 


These= temptations are modern. 
They are incorporated in the phi- 
losophy of the present day. Satis- 
fy your natural appetite; use 
spiritual force for selfish gain. Re- 
sort to the sensational to draw a 
crowd; you will then be able to 
give them the Gospel. Take a 
short cut; get that which God 
wants to give you without paying 
the price He requires. Take His 
gift of salvation and live as you 
please. What difference does it 
make? Much of the _ so-called 
preaching of the Word of God to- 
day omits repentance for sin and 
turning from iniquity. “Just ac- 
cept the gift of God and live as 
you please.” There is no salvation 
in that kind of preaching. The 
message of salvation stresses for- 
saking sin, a new birth, and a 
transformed life. 

With the trumpet note of “It 
is written,” Satan was defeated;

Bold Trumpets of the New 
Testament Church 
Furthermore, we hear the 
trumpet note sounding in the be- 
ginning of the Church of Jesus 


Christ (Acts 2): “This is that 
which was spoken.” There had 
been a “sound from Heaven as 


of a rushing mighty wind, and it 
filled all the house . And 
there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire .... And 
they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongues.” The multitudes 
supposed that these men were 
drunk. Unconverted men are nev- 
er able to comprehend the spirit- 


ual. Peter said, “You think one 
thing, but you are dead wrong 
about it.” The Church of Jesus 
Christ must always declare this 


note to sinners: “No matter what 
a man thinks, if it is contrary to 
the Word of God, it is wrong.” 

The early church also sounded 
the trumpet note concerning the 
crucifixion and resurrection of her 
Lord: “Hear these words: Jesus 
of Nazareth, a man approved of 
God among you... Him... ye 
have taken, and by wicked hands 
have crucified and slain: Whom 
God hath raised up.” The song 
continued to sound forth in every 
message as the trumpet pro- 
claimed His greatness, His glory, 
His eternal holiness, and His ev- 
erlasting power. 


When the sacrifice began to 
burn upon the altar, the trumpet 
notes began. That must always 


be true. Back of the clear note of 
the trumpet there must be some 
sacrifice to God. The church to- 
day has tried to make the Chris- 
tian life an easy thing. She has 
made it appear that the deep 
spiritual blessings of God can be 
enjoyed without paying the sacri- 
fice that must accompany our love 
for Christ. The appeal is to have 
a good time being a Christian. 
That is not a scriptural message. 
The scriptural message is found 
in the invitation of the Lord Je- 
sus Christ, “If any man will come 
after me, let him deny himself, 
and take up his cross daily, and 
follow me” (Luke 9:23). The 
sound of the trumpet does not be- 
gin until there is a sacrifice. When 
there are no fires lighted, the 
trumpet note will not peal forth. 


In our day the work of the Lord 
demands the sound of the trumpet 
as never before; yet these instru- 
ments are rarely heard. The 
trumpet blast has been replaced 
by the muted tones of the violin, 
the tinkle of the cymbal, and the 
vibration of the harp. There is 
lacking the trumpet sound of -di- 
vine authority which must always 
accompany the sacrifice if that 
sacrifice is to please God.

Him. 

Thank God, there will be the 
note of the trumpet at the end. 
“For the Lord himself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel, 
and with the trump of God: and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first: 
Then we which are alive dnd re- 
main shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air: and so shall 
we ever be with the Lord’ (I 
Thess. 4:16, 17). The sound of 
the trumpet proclaims the coming 
climax of our age and the end 
of all things as men have made 
them. When the kingdoms of the 
world have become the kingdom 
of our Lord and of our Christ, 
then will come .the ffinal tri- 
umphant trumpet. At that sound, 
every knee shall bow and every 
tongue shall confess the Lordship 
of Christ to the glory of God 
His Father. Throughout endless 
ages we shall hear the echo of the 
trumpet that began the song, of 
the Lord. For He who in the be- 
ginning was God shall be eternally 
God; and we shall be with Him.

geologic ages, with the deluge— 
if it happened—of no particular 
importance in geologic history. 
“Creation” had to lose on that 
basis. The most logical way to 
meet the issue, even if we do not 
insist upon a recent creation of 
the earth, is to point out a few 
facts like these: apes, horses, ele- 
phants, whales, ant-eaters and all 
other warm-blooded, milk-giving, 
placental mammals are alleged to 
have descended—hold your hat at 
this—from shrews. A shrew is a 
tiny animal shaped like a mouse. 
About the only shrew most Ameri- 
cans ever see is the garden mole. 
What sane, clear thinking man, 
unless false teaching has warped 
his understanding, would ever be- 


heve that men, horses, whales, 
etc. had shrews for an ancestor? 
Also zoologists have no connect- 
ing links between shrews and 
these animals, or any hint in the 
fossil record—which, as they in- 
terpret it, assumes falsely that 


the earth is billions of years old 
that these animals did descend 
from shrews, and that shrews 
descended from lizards and these 
from fishes and these from one- 
celled plants that lived three bil- 
lion years ago. 

As far as the point at issue is 
concerned, that ‘Nature’ shows no 
evidence of divine action in mak- 
ing Nature as nature is, all the 
myriads of kinds of plants and 


animals would NEVER have 
started up ‘naturally,’ and _ the 
logical alternative to that is di- 


vine creation. 


To Suppose That All the Fos- 
sils and Strata of Earth De- 
veloped Naturally With- 
out World-Wide Flood, 

Is Silly 
But far more to the point in 
arguing whether or not men were 
evolved or created—on the as- 
sumption that the earth is billions 
of years old—is a right decision 
whether the fossils of men, apes, 
shrews, fishes, dinosaurs and other 
existing and extinct animals which 
are found in the _ sedimentary 
rocks came through gradual ac- 
tion through hundreds of millions 
of years or in a great deluge that 
occurred little more than four 
thousand years ago. When we see 
great masses of animal remains of 
both land and sea in the rocks, 
and immense accumulations of 
water-rounded rocks, with human 
remains in many of these, it would 
seem that nothing but a tre- 
mendous breakup of lands and 
shallow sea floors of the ante- 
diluvian earth could be responsi- 

ble for this. 

This always ought to have been 
the BIG issue in the war between 
an atheistic science and Christian 
faith. Instead, many leading theo- 
logians, following Kant’s dictum 
that there can be no real evidence 
for the existence of God, swal- 
lowed all this and tried to hold 
to some features of Christian 
faith, while agreeing to an age 
and history of the earth that is 
inconsistent with Christian faith. 
And now see what a mess the

But before we drop the matter, 
let us look back to the early his- 
tory of mankind as given in Gene 
sis and either agreeing with the 
facts or contrary to them. Every 
intelligent man must agree that 
present races of men started up 
not many thousand years ago im 
the region between the Persian 
Gulf and the Black and Mediter- 
ranean seas, and that civilization 
was very far advanced there when 
it began, just as Genesis pictures 
it. The leading people at the very 
beginning were Aryans (descend.

Then there is one other angle 
that never should be overlooked, 
If there were a deluge and a Noah

geologic ages on an old, old earth, 


they still occasionally refer to- 
the deluge in their writings for 
one another. 


An excellent example of this is 
in the May, 1960, Scientific Amer 
can, in a paper on “The Chang- 
ing Level of the Sea,” and I wish 
to quote the introductory article 
of this, without comment, bug 
with the hope that its implicae 
tion will be realized:

The magnifi 
cent bas-reliefs of the Cam 
bodian temple of Angkor Va# 
illustrate the Hindu legend that 
relates how Manu, one of the 
14 progenitors of mankind, wax 
saved from the deluge by a fish 
whose life he had spared.”

The Important Word, Aionios 
The Greek word (in Matt. 


25:46) translated “everlasting”’ 
with reference to punishment, is 


the same Greek word translated 
“eternal” with reference to life. 
That. Greek word is aionios. 


‘Therefore, everlasting punishment 
‘will last just as long as eternal 
life. The same Greek adjective is 
used to describe the duration of 
» both. 

So if you try to do away with 
‘punishment that is endless, you 
smust also do away with ever- 
lasting life. Whatever you do to 


»one, you must do to the other. If 
you limit the one, you must limit 
the other. 
| ,. If you insist that eternal life 
means life that is endless, then 
you must also admit that ever- 


Jasting punishment means punish- 
mnent that is endless. 


Help by Dr. Wuest, 

Greek Scholar 
+ While ministering for a week 
over WMBI, Chicago, I went to 
Ir. Kenneth Wuest who at that 
time was teaching Greek at the 
Moody Bible Institute. I said, “Dr. 
Wuest, I should appreciate it very 
much if you, a teacher of Greek, 
would tell me what the word 
aionins means.” 

He was very kind. He took me 
fnto his study and showed me 
from several books that atonios, 
2s an adjective, always means 
that which is forever—endless. 

Strong’s Concordance says of 
aionios: “Perpetual (also used of 
past time, or past and future as 
vell): eternal, forever, everlast- 
PES 


How the Bible Uses the Word 
There is a sure way by which 
anyone can know exactly what 
this word, or any other word, 
means in the Bible. Just find out 
how GOD uses the word, and then 
you will understand what HE 
. means when He uses tit. 
In If Corinthians 4:18 you will 
. find a clear, unmistakable exam- 
ple of what God is talking about 
when He uses the Greek word 
nionios. “. . . for the things which 
are seen are temporal: but the 
things which are not seen are 
eternal [aionios].” 


God Uses This Word to Con- 
trast That Which Is 
Temporal 

That which you can see—the 
paper you are looking at, the 
chair on which you are seated, 
your house, your car—anything 
you can see, is temporal. That 
mcans it will last only for a limit- 
ed time. It does NOT last for- 
ever. It will eventually come to 
an end, 

But, in contrast to that which 
is temporal and will come to an 
end, “the things which are not 
seen are eternal”’—aionios. THE 
BIBLE SAYS SO! Whatever is 
aionios is the opposite in dura- 
tion from that which is temporal, 
or of a limited duration. 

That ought to settle forever 
what the Greek word aionios 
means in the Bible. When the Bi- 
ble speaks of something which is 
aionios, it means something that 
lasts forever—without end—eter- 
nal—endless! 

Remember, this is the Greek 
adjective our Lord used to de- 
scribe everlasting punishment— 
Wonios—without end! 

Another illustration of the Bi- 
ble meaning of aionios is found 
in Philemon 15. Here Paul writes 
Philemon concerning his runaway 


slave whom Paul had won to the 
Lord. Paul sent the slave back 
to Philemon with this message, 
“For perhaps he therefore de- 
parted for a season, that thou 
shouldest receive him for ever” 
iaionios|, * Philemon received 
Onesimus back not as a slave 
temporarily “for a season,” but 
as a brother in Christ forever. 


Note the contrast between “for 
a season’—a limited time—and 
“for ever” (aionios). How long 
a time is aionios? It is the oppo- 
site of time that is limited—‘for 
a season.” Atonios time is time 
without end! And THIS IS THE 
WORD our Lord used tc set forth 
the endlessness of eternal punish- 
ment. 


God Uses the Word Aionios 
in Relation to His Own 
Eternal Being 

tomans 16:26 speaks of the 
“everlasting |aionios| God.” First 
Timothy 6:16 says God's power is 


“everlasting” (aionios). Peter re- 
minds us of God's “eternal” 
(aionios) glory in I Peter 5:10 
And Hebrews speaks of God’s 
“everlasting” (aionios) covenant 
(Heb. 13:20). 


Note especially Romans 16:23 
“everlasting God.” When the Holy 
Spirit, who caused men to use the 
exact words in writing the Bible, 
wanted a Greek word to describe 
how long God will exist, He used 
aionws. Remember, this is the 
SAME GREEK WORD the Lord 
Jesus used to describe how long 
“everlasting” punishment will be! 


Do you realize what this means, 
my unsaved friend? It means that 
if you die in your sins and go to 
Hell, YOU WILL BE IN HELL 
AS LONG AS THERE IS A GOD 
IN HEAVEN. God would have to 
die in order for everlasting pun- 
ishment to cease! 

What a terrifying truth! It 
ought to jolt you to your senses. 
Sinner friend, let these awful facts 
alarm you to your terrible dan- 
ger, What an awful thing to die 
and go to Hell, where there is no 
hope——forever. 

This solid, solemn, soul-search- 
ing, sobering, scriptural doctrine 
of eternal punishment ought to 
stir every Christian to a new, 
holy zeal in soul winning. If we 
are not alarmed by what the Bi- 
ble says about Hell, how can we 
expect the unsaved to get con- 
cerned about it? 

Oh, may God awaken saint and 
sinner alike to the awful reali- 
ties of eternity. What a shame 
that most Christians do not think 
it is important to pray and study 
the Bible, or have family altar, 
or be faithful in church attend- 
ance (especially the prayer meet- 
ing), or distribute tracts, or wit- 
ness and win souls. 

You will find this same Greek 
word aiomios in connection with 
eternal life (John 3:16), the eter- 
nal Spirit (Heb. 9:14), the eter- 
nal kingdom of Christ (II Pet. 
1:11), our resurrected’ eternal 
bodies (II Cor. 5:1) and about 
eternal Heaven (Luke 16:19). 

In the book of Revelation we 
find the expression “forever and 
ever,” using the same Greek word, 
referring to God eight times; re- 
ferring to the eternal joys of the 
saved, once; and referring to the 
frightening doom of the lost, 
three times. 

“And the devil that deceived 
them was cast into the lake of fire 
and brimstone, where the beast 
and the false prophet are, and 
shall be tormented day and night 
for ever and ever’—Rev. 20:10. 

“The same shall drink of the 
wine. of the wrath of God, which 
is poured out without mixture 
into the cup of his indignation; 
and he shall be tormented with 
fire and brimstone in the presence 
of the holy angels, and in the 
presence of the Lamb: And the 
smoke of their torment ascend- 
eth up for ever and ever: and 
they have no rest day nor night 
~~. ev. 14:10, 11. 

Now, if aionios means “without 
end” when it refers to our “ever- 
lasting’ God, the “eternal” Spirit, 
the “everlasting” kingdom of 
Christ, “everlasting” habitations, 
and “everlasting” life, then most 
certainly it must mean the same 
thing when it refers to “everlast- 
ing’ punishment. 

If the Bible does not teach an 
eternal Hell, then neither does it 
teach an eternal Heaven, eternal 
life, eternal reign of Christ, eter- 
nal Spirit, or eternal God! 

You must take all the Bible 
or none of it. If you can’t trust

Why Men Are Lost 

You say, “Preacher, why need I 
fear Hell? Why am I in danger 
of going there?” 

Because you are a sinner. “For 
there is no difference: For all 
have sinned, and come short of 
the glory of God.” 

Speaking of the Holy City, God 
says, “And there shall in no wise 
enter into it any thing that de- 
fileth, neither whatsoever work- 
eth abomination, or maketh a lie: 
but they which are written in the 
Lamb’s book of life’ (Rev. 21:27). 

If God did take you to Heaven 
as you are, you would defile that 
holy place by your sin. And as 
long as you remain in rebellion 
against God and refuse to receive 
His risen Son as your Lord and 
Saviour, there is no hope for you. 


The Way of Escape 

God loves you! He does NOT 
want you to perish, for He ™. . 
will have all men to be saved, and 
to come unto the knowledge of 
the truth” (I Tim. 2:4). 

“For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life’—John 3:16.

(Luke 19:10). Hallelujah! What 
glorious news! He came to save 
us sinners—to save YOU! 

Paul wrote in I Timothy 1:15, 
“This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners... .” 


The Love of the Lord 
Jesus Christ . 


He demonstrated His great love 
for you by going to Calvary to 
die in unspeakable agony to satis- 
fy the righteous demands of God's 
holiness and justice, that God 
“might be just, and the justifier 
of him which believeth in Jesus” 
(Rom, 3:26). 

Now back to I Timothy 2:4, 
where we learn that God “will 
have all men to be saved, and to 
come unto the knowledge of the 
truth.”

Only One Way to God 
God wants you to Know that 
there is just ONE way to be 
saved. There is just E media- 
tor between you and God. It is His 
risen Son, who gave Himself a 
ransom for all, but who is now 


alive, exalted at God’s right hand, 
in the same body of flesh and 
bones in which He died and was 
buried, as the MAN Christ Jesus 
r When he had by himself 
purged our sins, sat down on the 
right hand of the Majesty on high’”’ 
(Heb. 1:3). 


In his Pentecostal sermon, Pet- 
er said, “This Jesus hath God 
raised up, whereof we all are wit- 
nesses, Therefore being by the 
right hand of God exalted .. .” 
(Acts 2:32, 33). 


Salvation can ONLY be found 
in the risen Man at God's right 
hand. HE is your ONLY hope of 
escaping Hell. “ . we shall be 
saved from wrath through him” 
(Rom. 5:9). 

After His resurrection, the Lord 
appeared to His disciples and they

The Man in the Glory 

So “the knowledge of the truth” 
that God wants you to know is 
that there is a Man in the glory, 
His beloved Son, exalted as Lord 
of all. He is your rightful Lord. 
And in HIM there is hope and 
forgiveness and peace and joy and 
eternal life for all who will trust 
Him, for “he is able also to save 
them to the uttermost that come 
unto God by him, seeing he ever 
liveth to make intercession for 
them” (Heb. 7:25). Hallelujah! 

Think of it! The same Lord Je- 
sus who said to the woman taken 
in adultery, “Neither do I con- 
demn thee: go and sin no more” 
(John 8:11); the same loving 
Master who wept over Jerusalem 
and had compassion on the multi- 
tudes, now risen and exalted at 
God’s right hand, wants to do the 
same for you! 

Salvation is FREE. He bought 
it at infinite cost at Calvary. Now 
you may be saved by receiving 


Him as your Lord and Saviour. 


“But as many as received him, to 
them gave he power [the right! 
to become the sons of God, even 
to them that believe on his name’”’ 
(John 1:12). 

“For the wages of sin is death; 
but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord” 
(Rom. 6:23). 


How to Receive Him 


Just bow your head (and your 
knees too, if you can) and tell the 
Lord Jesus that you receive Him 
now. By an act of your will, turn 
yourself over to the Lord of Glory. 
Commit yourself to Him. Depend 
on Him. Trust Him. Make Him 
your Lord. Say something like 
this: “Dear Lord, I know I’m a 
guilty, lost, helpless sinner. I 
know I cannot save myself. But 
here and now, the best I know 
how, I receive Thee as my Lord 
and Saviour. I trust Thee to save 
me now. By Thy grace I will con- 


fess Thee before men as my Lord.” 

Don‘t worry about making a 
fancy prayer, He is not interested 
in that. Just tell Him you want to 
be saved. He loves you. He knows 
what you mean. The Bible says, 
“For whosoever shall call upon 
the name of the Lord shall be 
saved” (Rom. 10:13). 

Then when you are SURE that 
you have turned to Him and have 
received Him, believe what He 
tells you in John 6:47, “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that 
believeth on me hath everlasting 
life.” 

You can KNOW you have ever- 
lasting life right now, if you are 
SURE you have received Him. 
You can know it because HE 
SAYS SO! Praise the Lord! 

And the “everlasting” (aionios) 
life He gives you when you re- 
ceive Him lasts FOREVER! You'll 
have it as long as there is a God 
in Heaven! It is just as “everlast- 
ing” (aionios) as our “everlast- 
ing” (aionios) God! 

I beg of you, make this great 
decision NOW. You have no guar- 
antee that you can be saved later 
on. “Now is the accepted time.” 

Pastor Wm. McCarrell (former- 
ly of the Cicero Bible Church, Ci- 
cero, Illinois), tells of a man 
who walked out of the church one 
Sunday night unsaved. As he 
walked away from the church he 
said something like this to his 
mother, “I feel like I should have 
been saved tonight. But I’ll go to 
the pastor’s house sometime this 
week and I'll get saved.” 

But he didn’t settle it on Mon- 
day, or Tuesday, or Wednesday, or 
Thursday, Friday came. That day 
at work, a moving box car 
knocked him down and cut off his 
head. 

My friend, don’t linger and loit- 
er; don’t dawdle and dally with 
your soul. Multitudes are in Hell 
now who INTENDED to be saved 
“some day.” But now their doom 
is sealed forever.
